We give from the Sam Franciseo Alta of

The rebel pirate appeared, im June, in the 
Okhotsk sea, where she sneaked upto tle 
bark Abigail, of New Bedford, Captain Nye, 
captured her, stole whatever was valuabié, 
fired the vessel, and steered for the Sea of 
Kamschatka, where she fell in with the ship 
William Thompson, of New Bedford, Ca 


tain Smith, with 240 bartels of oil on ~ 


gail,:she was fired aud destroyed; the offic 
‘and erew being taken on-board of the pirate 
and confined in.a hold below decks. , 

From thence she went to the Sea of “Aid- 
dir, where slie captured and burned several 
more New Bedford. vessels, This was on 
the 2ist of June, and between i o'clock on 
the morning of that day and the night of 
the 23d of June she had captured and burr- 
ed the following vessels, putting their offi- 
cers and crews on board the ship Milo, which 
was bonded : ;

Sheis a fast 
sailer and a fast steamer, and they calculate 
to effect more damage by surpfise than by 
action. Her armament consists of four. 64- 
pounders, two rifled 82-pounders, and two, 
rifled 12-pounders.
